The  Order  MINIMUM  producer  uniform  price  is  $5-62  per  c\rt . f .o.b.  Chattanooga  Area 
pool  plants  for  milk  containing  3-5^  butterf at . The  producer  butterfat  differential 
is  8.2  cents  for  each  one-tenth  of  one  percent  above  or  below  3-5  percent  butterfat. 
This  is  a producer  uniform  price  increase  of  $0.80  per  cwt . over  January  1966. 

During  January,  80.5^  of  the  total  producer  milk  was  priced  in  Class  I at  $6.09  per 
cwt.  with  a butterfat  differential  of  8.6  cents  and  19  •5'?^  in  Class  II  at  $3*90  per 
cwt.  with  a butterfat  differential  of  7-6  cents.  The  daily  average  use  of  Gross 
Class  I milk  decreased  0.6^  comi^ared  with  December  1966  and  decreased  4.1^  compared 
with  January  1966. 

Daily  average  delivery  of  milk  from  producers  was  58l,7l4  pounds  in  January  19^7, 
an  increase  of  6,094  pounds  per  day  compared  with  December  1966  and  a decrease  of 
52,955  pounds  compared  with  January  1966.  Percentage-wise,  January  deliveries 
increased  1.1^  compared  with  December  1966  and  decreased  8.3'^  compared  with 
January  1966.
